Or Order of Nobles of the Dlystic Shrine 

was instituted by the Mohammedan Kalif 
Alee (whose name be praised), in the year of the 
Hejra 25 (A.D. 656). 

It is an organization which, while it devotes itself 
especially to the soci\L WELFARE of its members, 
teaches respect to virtue, promotes the inculcation 
of honor and integrity, and dispenses charity. As 
introduced into Christian countries, it is devoid of all 
Islamism, and is in harmony with Christian ideas and 
laws. 

It has no parentage or authority from, or affiliation 
with, any existing organization, nor does it profess or 
teach mysteries belonging to, or used by, any secret 


society other than itself. 
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CHAPTER I. 
THE TEMPLE, TITLE, WARRANT, AND SESSIONS.
